TIME 


(Since  the  potential  demise  of  the  Student  Newspaper 
is  felt  to  be  of  importance  and  concern  to  the  students 
and  to  the  university,  the  following  letter  is  being 
presented  as  news  of  the  utmost  importance.  In 
reference  to  the  following  letter  is  an  editorial  on  page  4. 


For  as  long  as  I  can  remember 
there  has  never  been  faculty  or 
administrative  intervention  into 
the  management,  staffing, 
editorial  content,  philosophy,  or 
any  other  intricate  aspect  of  the 
Student  Newspaper. 

This  deliberate  "hands-off" 
policy  which  has  prevailed 
throughout  and  preceding  my 
tenure  at  Purdue  has  been  a 
successful  policy  leaving  me 
reluctant  to  change  it.  However, 
in  view  of  developments  this 
semester  and  a  seeming  attempt 
to  polarize,  factionalize  and 
destroy  even  the  remnants  of 
personal  dignity,  I  find  it 
necessary  to  place  the  Student 
Newspaper  on  organizational 
probation  for  the  duration  of  the 
1973-74  academic  school  year. 

Organizational  probation  is,  in 
effect,  a  university  action  taken 
as  a  result  of  a  serious  infraction 
and  requires:  1.  Discontinuation 
of  that  and  other  infractions 
2.  Possible  discontinuation  of  the 
organization  itself. 

As  you  will  recall  I  mentioned 
my  position  as  publisher  of  the 
paper  at  the  meeting  earlier 
today.  I  repeat  and  emphasize 
that  position. 

In  order  that  all  doubt  be 
removed,  I  hold  a  whole  bunch  of 
articles  to  be  unfit  for  Student 
Newspaper  Publication. 
Moreover,  if  these  articles  are  a 
reflection  of  the  editorial  policy  of 
the  paper  it  should  be  understood 
here  and  now  that  the  Editorial 
policy  has  to  be  clarified,  revised 
and  otherwise  brought  into  some 
semblance  of  compatibility  with 
the  overall  philosophy  of  the 
University. 

It  is  felt  that  this  philosophy 
encompasses  the  outlook  of  not 
only  students  but  faculty, 
community,  parents,  the 
the  Board  of 
the  Legislature, 
system,  in  its 
entirety,  is  left  to  the  students. 

In  any  organizational  structure 
worth  its  salt  there  will  probably 
be  a  bureaucratic  chain  of  some 
accessible  and  some 


administration, 
Trustees,  and 
The  delivery 


unaccessible  elements  who  are 
encharged  with  the  rather 
permanent  responsibility  of 
maintaining  enough  of  the 
"Status  Quo"  to  assure 
identification  of  the  organization. 

By  that  I  am  contending  that 
the  several  distinguishable 
elements  of  the  university  are 
uniquely  constituted  and 
maintained  as  independent 
entities  while  at  the  same  time 
appropriately  inter  related. 

This  is  true  whether  we  like  it 
or  not— whether  we  agree  with  it 
or  not.  I  see  these  distinguishable 
elements  as  being  inseparable. 
For  without  students  there  is  no 
need  of  Faculty — who  would  they 
teach?  Without  Faculty  there  is 
no  need  for  students — who  would 
teach  them? 

Each  has  found  its  own 
function:  its  definition  of  the 
mission  of  the 
Uni versity— Indeed  its  own 
identity,  set  of  desirable  goals 
and  its  own  purpose.  Even  so, 
neither  elements  exercise  with 
absolute  autonomy  the  creation 
of  a  sub  system  to  the  dissolution 
of  the  overall  system,  i.e., 
students,  nor  staff,  nor  Faculty, 
nor  Administrators,  nor  the 
Trustees  should  ever  assume  this 
singular  responsibility  but,  like  a 
symphony,  should  try  for  a 
comingling  of  ideologies  which 
certainly  should  speak  to  the 
change  yet  should  not  deny  the 
identification  and  projection  of 
the  "mission"  of  the  University. 

A  Student  Newspaper  ought  to 
be  seen  as  an  information 
medium  for  the  recognized 
masses  of  students.  In  our 
present  set-up  unlike  most 
commercial  news  enterprises, 
advertising  income  assists,  but 
does  not  pay  the  costs  of  the 
Student  Newspaper  operation.  As 
you  are  aware,  our  student 
newspaper  is  paid  for,  in  a  rather 
involuntary  manner,  through 
student  fees.  The  control  of  these 
fees  is,  in  effect,  an 
administrative  matter,  delegated 
to  that  office.  A  popular 
newspaper  structure  entitles  the 
Managing  Editor  the  next  to  final 


say-so  in  matters  of  finance:  The 
Editor,  the  next  to  final  say-so  in 
matters  of  Editorial  policy.  In 
both  of  these  cases  the  final  say- 
so  is  reserved  to  the  publisher  if 
and  when  that  becomes 
necessary. 

I  mention  this  as  an  echo  of  your 
September  7,  1973  Editorial 
entitled  "No  More  Fear".  My 
interpretation  of  that  policy 
statement  is  that  no  student  has 
or  should  have  the  need  for 
"fear".  It  suggests  not  that 
Priscilla  Nemeth  has  arrived  but 
that  the  Student's 
Communication  medium  has 
arrived  and  through  the  medium 
will  flow  a  fostering  of  concern, 
respect  and  lay-like  reverence 
for  the  dignity  of  the  person 
closest  to  the  bottom  as  well  as 
the  ones  at  the  various  other 
perches  on  the  social  totem-pole. 

John  Adams  suggested  to  a 
listening  citizenry  that  the 
citizenry  "be  not  intimidated" 
allowing  the  only  stipulation  to  be 
"whatever  can  be  warranted  by 
the  laws...." 

I  urge  you  as  a  staff  to  meet 
with  your  faculty  advisor. 
Professor  Carlisle  and  Ms. 
Goldman  for  the  purpose  of 
reviewing  your  liberties  as 
writers  and  reporters,  your 
responsibilities  as  a  staff  and 
your  purpose  as  an  organization. 

Subsequent  to  your  meeting  the 
group  of  you  should  schedule  a 
meeting  with  me  with  the  hope 
that  we  can  come  to  some  accord 
on  the  issues  I  raise. 

At  this  time  you'll  be  free  to 
challenge  my  evaluations,  to  re¬ 
declare  your  divorce  from  fear  or 
it  also  seems  appropriate  that 
you  be  prepared  to  begin  a  draft 
of  a  rather  detailed  policy 
statement  ai  that  time  with  an 
objective  to  complete  such  a 
statement  prior  to  the  publication 
of  the  next  issue  of  the  paper. 

If  you  care  to  discuss  the  issues 
I  raise  or  others  not  spoken  of  in 
this  memorandum  feel  free  to 
stop  in  individually  or  as  a  group.

Super-administrator  sought 


Students'  government  at 
Indiana  University-Purdue 
University  Fort  Wayne,  today 
called  for  the  naming  of  a  "super¬ 
administrator"  to  govern  the 
campus. 

"I  would  like  to  see  a  super¬ 
administrator  responsible  to  the 
presidents  of  both  Universities, 
but  one  who  has  no  affilliation 
with  either  school,"  said  Brock 
R.  Able,  Student  Body  President. 

Able  also  called  for  the 
students  at  the  Fort  Wayne 
college  to  be  included  in  the 
selection  committee  responsible 
for  the  new  super-administrator. 
It  was  also  stressed  that  the 
students  should  be  given  equal 
representation  on  the  com¬ 
mittee. 

"I'm  requesting  at  this  point, 
that  the  select  committee  chosen 
to  suggest  the  names  of  this 


administrator  be  made  up  of  one- 
third  Indiana  faculty,  one-third 
Purdue  faculty,  and  one-third 
Indiana- Purdue  Fort  Wayne 
students." 

Able  expressed  the  view  that  if 
the  administration  of  the  campus 
can  be  combined,  so  could  the 
faculty. 

"I  believe  that  the  faculty 
should  combine  into  an  Indiana- 
Purdue  faculty,  thus  doing  away 
with  duplicate  departments  and 
increasing  the  possibilities  of  new 
curriculum  at  Fort  Wayne." 

Able  stressed  that  the  time  for 
action  is  now.  "I  feel  that  now  is 
the  time  for  the  two  Universities 
to  stop  playing  politics  with  the 
students  and  work  for  the  good  of 
I.U. -Purdue  Fort  Wayne,  and 
Northeastern  Indiana.  Now  is  the 
perfect  time  to  name  a  combined 
administrator.  When  (I.U. 


Chancellor  )  Ralph  Broyles 
retires  in  the  Spring,  a  single 
head  of  the  University  should 
take  over.  It  would  be  less 
traumatic  to  make  the  change 
when  power  is  to  be  transferred 
anyway." 

The  Students'  Senate  echoed 
Mr.  Abie's  feelings. 

"I  wholeheartedly  support  the 
concept  and  think  it's  essential 
that  Indiana-Purdue  students 
have  a  voice  in  the  selection  of  a 
new  administrator,"  said  Purdue 
Senator  Rollie  Clements. 

Senator  Charles  Pratt  stated 
the  view  of  the  Indiana 
delegation,  "The  unification  of 
this  campus'  administration  will 
hopefully  provide  our  college 
with  a  more  efficient  means  of 
governing.  I  would  hope  that 
unification  will  increase  our 
ability  to  better  student  welfare."

Fed.  summer  job  tests  open 


United  States  Congressman 
Ray  J.  Madden  (D-Ind) 
announced  today  that  he  has  been 
informed  by  the  United  States 
Civil  Service  Commission  of  the 
filing  deadline  for  summer  jobs 
with  Federal  Agencies.  Madden 
said  that  those  who  filed  by 
November  23  will  be  tested 
between  January  5  and  26.  For 
those  applying  by  the  second 
closing  date,  December  28,  the 
test  will  be  administered  between 
February  2  and  16.  Students  filing 


by  January  25,  will  be  tested 
between  February  23  and  March 
9.  The  tests  will  be  given  at 
locations  convenient  to  the 
students  according  to  Madden's 
information. 

In  an  announcement 
principally  directed  to  students. 
Madden  exphasized  that  the 
earlier  a  student  files  and  takes 
the  test,  the  greater  are  the 
chances  for  employment.  There 
will  be  approximately  10,000  sum¬ 
mer  jobs  available  of  which 


8,000  are  clerical  and  2,000 
are  aides  in  engineering  and 
science  occupations. 

Complete  instructions  for  filing 
and  information  on  opportunities 
available  are  contained  in  CSC 
announcement  No.  414,  Summer 
Jobs  in  Federal  Agencies,  which 
may  be  obtained  from  Federal 
Job  Information  Centers,  most 
college  placement  offices,  or 
from  the  Civil  Service 
Commission,  Washington,  D.C.

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Selection  of  Deans  Designate 


The  first  step  in  achieving 
autonomy  at  PUCC  is  the 
selection  of  Deans  Designate  for 
the  two  proposed  schools.  The 
University  will  be  divided  into 
two  schools:  Humanities  and 
Behavioral  Sciences,  composed 
of  the  existing  HSSE  and  Heme 
Economics;  and  Basic  and 
Applied  Sciences,  which  will 
consist  of  all  science,  technology, 
engineering  and  management. 

The  Deans  Designate  Search 
Committee  from  the  proposed 
school  of  Humanities  and 
Behavioral  Sciences,  made  up  of 
faculty  chosen  by  Dean  Elliott 
from  a  faculty-submitted  slate, 
suggested  a  method  by  which 
students  and  alumni  can 
participate  in  the  selection  of  the 
Dean  Designate.  The  proposal 
was  put  forth  to  a  GAS  Task 
Force  and  agreed  upon  by  the 
members.  This  proposal  ena¬ 
bles  all  students  and  alumni 
to  nominate  a  faculty  member  as 
Dean  Designate.  This  is  the  same 
procedure  the  HSSE  and  Home 
Ec.  faculty  is  using  in  nominating 
the  Dean  Designate. 


The  duties  of  the  Dean 
Designate,  described  by  Dean 
Elliott  at  an  October  faculty 
meeting,  are:  approve  all 
undergraduate  courses,  establish 
degree  requirements,  nominate 
degree  candidates,  approve 
testing  procedures  and  grading 
systems,  set  standards  for 
probation  and  dropping  and 
evaluate  transfer  students  and 
their  transcripts. 

This  postion  requires  a  person 
to  be  a  present  member  of  the 
existing  schools  of  HSSE  and 
Home  Ec.  at  PUCC,  and  to  have 
appropriate  educational 
background  (i.e.,  experience  and 
degrees).  The  person  cannot 
simultaneously  hold  the  position 
of  Section  Chairman,  if  he  is 
selected  as  Dean  Designate. 

Students  and  Alumni  can  fill 
out  this  nominating  blank  and 
return  it,  in  person  or  by  mail,  to 
Dean  Richard  Yates'  office,  CO 
bldg.,  by  Monday,  November  19, 
1973  at  12  NOON.  Accompanying 
the  nomination  must  be  a 
statement  in  writing  that  the 


person  nominated  is  willing  to 
serve.  No  nomination  can  be 
accepted  without  this  statement. 

Once  all  faculty,  student  and 
alumni  nominations  have  been 
received,  the  faculty  Deans 
Designate  Search  Committee  will 
pool  the  ballots  and  delete  any 
duplications.  This  list  will  then  be 
printed  in  the  NEXUS  and  all 
students  will  pick  their  three  top 
choices  and  rank  them.  There 
will  be  a  ballot  box  for  this 
election.  The  faculty  will  do  a 
computerized  pair-ranking  as 
their  method  of  selection.  The 
faculty  committee  will  take  the 
results  from  the  two  elections 
present  the  three  top  ranked 
nominees  in  separate  lists 
(faculty  and  students)  to  Dean 
Elliott,  who  will  make  the  final 
selection. 

Although  this  method  of 
selection  concerns  only  the  school 
of  Humanities  and  Behavioral 
Sciences,  the  faculty  committee 
feels  it  is  legitimate  to  open  the 
nominating  procedures  to  all 
students  in  all  schools,  since  all 
students  take  some  courses  in 
that  school. 


BASIC  AND  APPLIED  SCIENCES  DECIDES 

The  Deans  Designate  Selection  Committee  of  the 
proposed  school  of  Basic  and  Applied  Sciences  have 
developed  a  set  of  criteria  to  be  used  in  the  Dean 
Designate  selection  process.  These  criterion  have  been 
made  available  (see  memorandum  below)  to  faculty 
and  students  and  both  should  encourage  qualified 
faculty  to  apply  for  the  Dean  Designate  position  in  the 
School  of  Basic  and  Applied  Sciences.

MEMORANDUM 

TO:  Faculty,  Staff  and  Students 

of  the  School  of  Basic  and  Applied 

Sciences 

FROM:  The  Committee  to  Select 
the  Dean's  Designate 
RE:  Procedures  and  Criteria  for 
Candidate  Selection 

This  Committee  both  invites 
and  urges  all  who  will  be 
associated  with  the  School  of 
Basic  and  Applied  Sciences  to 
present  names  of  persons  for 
consideration  by  this  Committee. 
As  you  know,  candidacy  is 
limited  to  those  who  are 
members  of  the  Faculty  or  Staff 
of  this  Campus  (not  necessarily 
of  this  School).  Furthermore,  the 
Committee  requires  that  any 
recommendation  accompanied 
by  assurance  that  the  proposed 
candidate  has  been  consulted, 
has  expressed  a  willingness  to  be 
considered  for  the  Deanship,  and 
has  agreed  to  aid  this  Committee 
in  its  deliberation  through 
provision  of  appropriate 
documentation  to  support  the 
proposed  candidacy  and  by 
participation  in  whatever 
personal  interview  the 
Committee  may  deem  necessary. 

The  Committee  has  agreed  that 
any  eligible  person  receiving  a 
simple  majority  of  favorable 
votes  will  be  recommended  to 
the  Dean  and  Director  as  a 
candidate. When  this  slate  of 


candidates  is  transmitted  to  the 
Dean  and  Director  it  will  also  be 
reported  to  the  Faculty,  Staff  and 
Students  of  the  School. 

In  making  its  judgments  this 
Committee  has  decided  upon  the 
following  criteria  against  which 
potential  candidates  will  be 
weighed.  These  criteria  are 
grouped  by  general  areas  of 
activity  in  which  it  is  assumed 
the  Dean  will  be  deeply  involved. 
The  areas  are  listed  in 
alphabetical  order.  No  inference 
should  be  drawn  that  the  order 
reflects  Committee  priorities,  for 
no  such  priorities  have  been 
established.  Furthermore,  this 
list  is  intended  to  give 
illustrations  of  areas  of 
Committee  interest,  not  to  imply 
this  interest  is  limited  to  these 
areas. 

Advising  of  Students 
It  is  assumed  that  the  overall 
academic  advising  of  the 
students  in  the  School  will  be  the 
responsibility  of  the  Dean. 
Therefore,  the  person  selected 
should  have  a  special  interest  in 
this  area,  as  well  as  a  general 
concern  for  the  welfare  of 
students. 

Facilities  Development 
It  is  assumed  that  the  Dean  will 
serve  as  the  voice  of  the  School 
concerning  needs  for 
maintenance  and  expansion 
facilities  necessary  to  the 


successful  implementation  of  its 
programs.  This  seems 
particularly  important  because 
of  the  nature  of  this  School,  with 
its  extensive  use  of  equipment 
and  laboratory  facilities.  The 
person  selected  as  Dean  should 
demonstrate  both  interest  and 
competency  in  this  area. 

Fiscal  Affairs 

The  Committee  recognizes  the 
important  role  the  Dean  will  play 
in  the  fiscal  affairs  of  the  School 
and  the  Campus.  It  is  assumed 
this  will  include: 

1)  a  major  role  in  the 
development  of  the  budget  of  the 
School 

2)  defense  of  that  budget 
during  the  development  of  the 
Campus  budget 

3)  influence  upon  the 
determination  of  the  eventual 
allocation  of  available  funds  to 
the  Schools  and  other  agencies  on 
the  Campus 

4)  administration  of  the  funds 
allocated  to  the  School 

Since  it  is  clear  that  the 
effectiveness  of  the  Dean  in  the 
area  of  fiscal  affairs  will  have 
broad  implications  concerning  all 
other  aspects  of  the  foie,  this 
Committee  will  expect  the  person 
selected  to  have  demonstrated 
interest  and  competency  in  this 
area. 

Program  Development 


As  chief  academic  officer  of  the 
School,  the  Dean  will  have  a 
major  role  in  program 
development.  This  role  will 
include  evaluation  of  existing 
programs  and  of  departmental 
proposals  in  regard  to  programs. 
The  Dean  should  also  constantly 
assess  the  needs  of  the  students, 
the  other  Schools,  and  the 
Community  in  order  to  initiate 
proposals  for  needed  expansion 
or  contraction  of  existing 
programs  and  for 
implementation  of  new 
programs.  Since  program 
development  cannot  occur  in  a 
vacuum,  this  role  interfaces  with 
those  of  facilities  management 
and  staff  development  and 
implies  the  Dean's  interest  and 
involvement  in  the  overall 
Campus  schedule. 

Scholarship 

In  addition  to  the  many  other 
responsibilities,  the  Dean  will 
represent  the  School  on  Campus, 
within  the  University  at  large, 
and  within  the  local  and  general 
academic  communities. 
Therefore,  the  person  selected 
should  have  achieved 
professional  recognition  on  at 
least  the  local  and  state, 
hopefully  the  national  level. 

Staff  Development 

The  Dean  will  play  an 
important  role  in  staff 


recruitment  as  well  as  in 
recommending  tenure, 
promotion,  and  financial 
remuneration  for  present  staff. 
This  means  not  only  sitting  in 
judgment  but  also  working  with 
staff  members  individually  and 
through  Department  Heads  to 
insure  that  all  are  given 
maximum  opportunity  for  the 
type  of  professional  development 
that  will  lead  to  positive 
recommendations  at  "judgment 
time".

Editorial  Comments 


In  response  to  the  threat...

The  letter  you  read  on  the  front 
page,  written  by  Mr.  L.  Perkins, 
and  prompted  by  god-knows-who, 
was  received  by  all  Nexus  staff 
members  on  Friday,  November 
9... the  deadline  for  this  issue  of  the 
Nexus,  whether  done  on  purpose 
or  not,  quite  an  inappropriate 
time  to  settle  matters  concerning 
the  issuance  or  non-issuance  of 
this  edition  of  the  paper.) 

Attempts  were  made  to  reach 
Mr.  Perkins  the  same  Friday 
afternoon,  as  soon  as  I  heard 
about  the  letter,  as  soon  as  others 
had  been  home  to  pick  up  and 
read  their  mail.  But  Mr.  Perkins 
was  not  in  his  office.  So,  I  made 
another  attempt  to  talk  with  Mr. 
Perkins  by  setting  up  an  ap¬ 
pointment  to  meet  him  at  PUCC 
on  Saturday  morning  between  8 
and  9:30.  When  I  got  to  PUCC  at 
9:00  a.m.,  he  was  nowhere  to  be 
found.  Mr.  Perkins  will  be  out  of 
town  until  Friday,  November  16, 
that's  today...  or  what  he 
referred  to  as  "the  next  issue  of 
the  paper." 

Because  I  do  not  know  what 
"serious  infraction"  has  been 


committed  by  or  through  the 
Nexus  nor  could  I  find  out  from 
the  man  who  has  done  the  ac¬ 
cusing  (since  he  wasn't  around  to 
tell  me)...  "the  next  issue  of  the 
paper"  has  been  put  out.  And  if 
there  are  more  of  those  unknown, 
undefined  infractions  in  this 
issue,  this  may  be  the  last  you'll 
ever  read. 

Respected  faculty  members 
have  come  up  to  me  to  tell  me 
that  this  semester's  Nexus  is  the 
best  PUCC  newspaper  they've 
seen  in  years.

The  past  issues  to  the  NEXUS 
have  carried  articles  about  the 
Community  College  and  some  of 
the  programs  within  the 
Community  College,  especially 
the  Special  Services  Program. 
The  Special  Services  Program 
offers  such  activities  as  a 
comprehensive  advising 
program,  tutorial  sessions, 
academic  -  educational 
counseling,  and,  if  necessary, 
even  some  new  classes,  such  as 
make-up  or  enrichment  classes. 
The  recent  $80,000.00  grant 
makes  these  services  possible. 

At  the  present  time,  the  Special 
Services  Program  is  recruiting 
students  for  its  program.  Anyone 
who  meets  the  economic 
guidelines  and  is  in  need  of  the 
services  offered  may  participate 
in  this  program.  They  need  not  be 
Community  College  students. 
Now  we  know  what  the  Special 
Services  Program  is,  but  who  are 
the  staff  members  that  are 
involved  in  this  program? 

UNDERGRADUATES 

Helen  Parks,  a  mother  of  five 
who  will  receive  her  degree  in 
secondary  speech  in  May, 
somehow  finds  the  time  also  to  be 
a  part  of  the  Special  Services 
Program.  Helen  was  informed  of 
the  job  by  Dr.  Paravonian,  who 
recommended  her.  She  has 
worked  as  a  secretary  for  the 
Education  Department,  with 
teens  in  her  church  group,  and 
with  Hotline.  A  member  of  Alpha 
Sigma  Lambda,  a  sorority  for 
part-time  students,  Helen  has 
also  received  a  scholarship  from 
the  Altrusa  Club  in  Hammond. 
After  graduation  in  May,  Helen 
plans  to  begin  work  on  receiving 
a  Masters  in  Counseling.  She 
hopes  to  work  with  Special 
Services  for  as  long  as  possible, 
because,  as  she  stated,  "I  just 
enjoy  the  people  I  get  to  work 
with." 

"I  decided  to  work  with  this 
program  because  it  is  designed  to 
offer  higher  education  to  needy 
students  and  we  really  need  a 
program  like  this,"  stated  Ivan 
Hoggs.  Ivan  is  a  Student 
Counselor  Aide  and  will  receive 
his  degree  in  May  in  Industrial 


Management.  He  hopes  to  go  to 
graduate  school,  and  to  continue 
working  with  the  Special  Services 
Program.  Ivan  is  active  in  the 
Sociology  Club,  SAB,  and  was 
president  of  the  Black  Student 
Union  the  preceding  two  years. 

Acting  as  secretary  for  Special 
Services  at  the  present  time, 
Vicki  Raab  heard  about  the 
program  through  Helen  Parks, 
became  interested  in  it,  and  got 
the  job.  She  is  a  part  time  student 
and  will  receive  her  degree  in 
Education  and  Psychology  in 
May.  She  is  considering 
graduate  school  where  she  would 
possibly  take  up  Guidance  and 
Counseling.  Her  future  position 
with  the  program  is  presently 
undecided.  Vicki  also  works  for 
Tanglewood  where  her  job  is 
showing  model  apartments.  Vicki 
invites  any  student  to  drop  in  to 
X-151  for  coffee,  to  talk  with  her 
and  the  rest  of  the  staff,  or  just  to 
get  away  from  it  all  for  awhile. 
Vicki  is  always  available  to  help 
any  student. 

And  of  course,  wherever  help 
is  needed  you're  sure  to  find 
Arnold  Ridgell.  Arnold  serves  the 
Special  Services  Program  in  any 
way  he  can,  wherever  they  need 
him.  He  first  became  involved 
when  he  had  trouble  continuing 
his  own  education.  Dr.  Clapp 
informed  Arnold  of  the  program, 
and  Arnold  feels  that  if  it  weren't 
for  this  program  he  wouldn't 
have  the  education  or 
opportunities  that  he  does  have. 
He  is  in  the  School  of  Humanities, 
majoring  in  Sociology  and 
minoring  in  Communications. 
Arnold  stated,  "l  will  help  this 
program  for  as  long  as  I  am  able, 
in  any  way  that  I  am  capable. 
And  I  feel  this  program  is  a 
success  becauseof  Jose'  (Morales) 
and  Jal  (Mistri).  They  know  what 
it's  like,  they  can  identify  and 
relate  with  the  students."

Barbara  Hundt  is 
a  graduate  assistant  for  the 
Special  Services  Program.  She 
has  a  Bachelor's  Degree  in 
Sociology  and  a  Masters  in 
Counseling.  Barbara  just  began 
her  job  in  September  and  plans  to 
keep  it  through  the  school  year. 


She  has  taught  at  Froebel  School, 
worked  with  the  Welfare  Rights 
organization,  and  also  the 
Neighborhood  Youth  Corps 
Vocation  Rehabilitation  Center. 
"What  I  like  best  about  my  work 
are  the  people  I  get  to  work 
with,"  explained  Barbara.  "I 
deal  with  a  different  kind  of 
student,  perhaps  an  older  person, 
or  some  with  novel  vocations  and 
aspirations.  They  are  all 
different  and  fascinating." 

Morey  Kays  has  a  Bachelor's 
Degree  in  Industrial

Morey  has 
had  course  work  in  guidance  and 
counseling,  and  has  a  genuine 
interest  in  every  person.  He 
states,  "Students  are  welcomed 
to  come  and  see  me  any  time,  and 
not  just  for  signing  up  for 
courses.  They're  always 
welcomed." 

Now  recruiting  students 
through  high  schools,  agencies, 
and  the  community  for  the 
Special  Services  Program, 
Charlotte  Macy  is  really  busy. 
She  has  a  degree  in  Psychology 
and  in  December  she  will  receive 
her  Masters  in  Counseling. 
Charlotte  has  worked  a  lot  with 
youth,  through  recreation 
centers,  her  church.  Girl  Scouts, 
the  Red  Cross,  NYC  and  the 
Youth  Services  Bureau,  and  has  a 
wide  range  of  cross-cultural 
experience.  She  is  known  as  a 
professional  counselor.  She  is 
also  available  for  career 
counseling  and  special  tutoring.

One  out  of  every  ten  persons  in 
the  United  States  is  disabled. 
When  these  above  needs  are  met 
we  can  and  will  hold  our  heads 
up,  and  pride  will  then  be 
restored.  Until  now,  we  have 
been  a  silent  minority. 

The  Calumet  Region  chapter  of 
the  National  Paraplegia 
Foundation  is  concerned  with  the 
growing  amount  of  people 
surviving  physical  handicaps 
from  varied  birth  defects, 
diseases  and  accidents  and  the 
lack  of  growth  in  solving  the 
never  ending  problems  facing 
them  in  everday  life.  We  have 
and  will  continue  to  fight  for 
these  and  all  rights  as  American 
citizens.

Terry  Brown 

Queen  Queen  On  hearing  this 
album  for  the  first  time,  I 
couldn't  believe  it  was  a  debut. 
Only  one  other  debut  album  is  on 
a  level  with  Queen's.  That  album 
is  Led  Zepplin's.  Queen  does  in 
fact  sound  a  little  like  Zepplin. 
Queen's  music,  while  more  often 
than  not  is  highly  sophisticated 
rock,  also  has  some  good 
harmonizing  by  three  members 
of  the  band.  Their  lead  singer  has 
the  ability  to  sing  both  hard 
driving  numbers  and  also  more 
quiet  ballad  type  songs.  Most  of 
the  album  is  dynamite  rock  like 
"Keep  Yourself  Alive"  but  they 
do  one  really  nice  slow  number 
called  "Doing  All  Right".  Even 
on  the  slow  song  though,  it  speeds 
up  at  the  end  into  an  almost 
violent  conclusion  based  on  the 
acoustic  chords  being  shredded 
on  Brian  May's  eloquent  lead.  I 
say  eloquent  because  he  has  just 
such  a  style.  He's  very  fast  but  at 
the  same  time,  he's  playing  notes 
which  mean  something  unlike 
Mark  Farner's  (Grand  Funk) 
gibberish.  It  has  been  a  long  long 
time  since  I've  been  so  impressed 
with  an  album.  Queen  is  going  to 
be  another  English  giant  and 


their  first  album  more  than 
proves  why. 

Mike  Oldfield  Tubular  Bells 
This  album  could  simply  be 
described  as  a  one  man 
symphony.  The  marvels  of 
double  and  triple  tracking  allow 
Mr.  Oldfield  to  play  many 
instruments  at  once.  The  result  is 
a  breathtaking  album  which  is 
thoroughly  enjoyable  and 
fascinating  to  listen  to.  This  was 
a  good  week  for  albums.  Queen  is 
a  fantastic  rock  album,  and  in  a 
more  refined  vein,  Tubular  Bells 
is  just  as  good.  The  suite  begins 
with  a  simple  guitar  riff  that 
builds  around  a  pleasant  melody. 
There  are  variations  on  the 
theme  that  run  throughout  the 
album.  The  end  of  side  one 
concludes  with  the  major  theme 
being  played  as  Mike  Oldfield 
adds  various  instruments  on  top 
of  the  theme  concluding  with  the 
tubular  bells.  Some  people  might 
find  the  album  good  for  certain 
moods,  but  I  found  it  to  be  a  lot 
more  than  that.  A  brilliant  piece 
of  music  ...

For  some  time  I  havt  had 
suspicions  that  the  School  of 
Nursing  was  run  by  a  bunch  of 
insensitive  tyrants.  The  other  day 
my  suspicions  were  confirmed  by 
talking  with  a  student  from  the 
School  of  Nursing,  she  told  me 
her  story  because  she  loves  the 
university  as  much  as  I,  and 
hopes  those  in  fault  will  see  the 
errors  pf  their  ways  when  they 
realize  how  their  students  see 
them.

It  was  mentioned  last  week  that 
a  certain  professor  from 
Communications  wasn't  "the 
Meanest  Son-of-a-bitch  in  the 
Valley."

(That  is,  if  your 
instructor  shows  up  for  the 
conference.)  They  don't  forget 
the  times  you  were  a  few  minutes 
late  but  they  seem  to  disregard 
their  being  30  minutes  late  for 
each  class.

73-74  Piper  basketball:  no 
experience,  no  height,  no 
scholarships,  no  "real"  home 
court  and  no  easy  schedule.  Well, 
so  much  tor  the  good  news.  Th  is 
year  should  be  very  trying  — 
tryingto  win  despite  all  the  above 
weaknesses.  It  would  be  great  to 
predict  a  spectacular  season,  and 
it  could  conceivably  occur,  but 
this  is  a  rebuilding  year  —  as 
every  year  has  been. 

Eight  of  thirteen  roundballers 
have  no  college  experience.  Of 
last  year's  twelve-man  squad, 
only  two  return  this  year.  It 
seems  every  year  the  Pipers  play 
the  freshmen  they  eventually  lose 
to  them.  Should  the  freshmen 
ever  play  as  seniors,  this  college 
could  have  one  great  basketball 
program. 

Some  high  school  squads  have 
two  front  line  men  that  stand  at 
six  feet  seven  or  better — PUCC's 
tallest  is  six  feet  and  three 
quarters. 

PurCal  does  not  offer 
scholarships  to  its  athletes.  25  of 
26  Piper  opponents  do.  Some  have 
full  scholarship  programs.  Thus, 
Purdue  players  don't  receive  full 
scholarship  rides,  a  Cadillac,  two 
homes  and  SlOO-a-week  spending 
money. 

The  Pipers  play  9  h omega  mes; 
that  is,  if  you  call  a  place  they 
rarely  practice  at-"home". 
Morton  High  School  has  a  good 
gymnasium  but  since  their  own 
Governors  practice  there,  PUCC 
hardly  uses  the  court  until  game 
time. 


This  year's  schedule  Deludes 
some  "monsters".  Lakeland  has 
seven  returning  lettermen  and 
will  have  played  7  or  8  games 
prior  to  the  PurCal  game  — 
which  is  the  Piper's  opener. 

The  Denmark  National 
Olympic  Team  challenges  most 
of  the  big  ten  schools  and  features 
Denmark's  top  roundballers. 

St.  Joseph's  also  plays  Big  ten 
squads  and  offers  full 
scholarships. 

The  Piper's  West  Coast  trip 
features  4  excellent  California 
squads  —  which  include 
Pepperdine.  Pepperdine, 
fortunately  for  the  Pipers  and  the 
rest  of  the  United  States,  no 
longer  has  Rich  Everett  who  was 
the  nation's  leading  scorer  (72- 
73).  However,  they  still  have  two 
six  foot  eight  forwards. 

Wis.  Green  Bay  was  ranked  7th 
nationwide  in  the  NAIA  last 
season.  Last  year  they  clobbered 
the  Pipers  9CL39  and  95-40. 

But,  aside  from  the  dismal 
facts,  there  are  some  evident 
pluses — according  to  head  coach 
Dick  Hunt.  This  year's  squad  has 
got  class  —  meaning 
unselfishness  and  team  playing, 
not  individual.  It  exists  in 
practice  and  represents  a 
winning  attitude. 

There  are  no  superstars  —  but 
there  is  a  well-balanced  attack. 
At  guard,  Mike  Waisnora,  last 
season's  MVP,  has  a  knack  of 
setting  up  the  big  man.  Russ 
Radtke  (guard-forward)  adds  a 
very  needed  experience.  Russ  hit 


92%  at  the  free  throw  line  last 
year. 

Bill  Mayer  has  a  good  shooting 
eye,  moves  quick  and  passes 
well.  Jerry  Obion,  Ken  Bobos  and 
Curt  Lukoshus  add  quickness  in 
the  backcourt. 

On  the  boards,  Larry  Vaznonis 
and  Tony  Brown  add  strength  to  a 
small  front  line.  Vaznonis 
penetrates  well  while  Brown  is  a 
pretty  decent  jump  shooter.  Jim 
Hawk  and  Vern  Mikkalouski  are 
expected  to  help  com  petitiveness 
in  league  play  —  both  can  dunk 
with  either  hand.  Hawk  has  a 
vertical  jump  of  30"  . 

Cleve  Hall  and  Joe  Shimala 
have  experience.  Both  are  fine 
jumpers  as  are  most  of  their 
teammates,  —  which  Hunt 
mentioned  could  help 
compensate  for  the  he  ight  deficit. 

Ken  Peters,  Bruce  Anderson 
and  Dave  Kenning  have  shown 
positive  signs  in  practice  and 
with  seasoning  are  expected  to 
help  the  cause. 

The  key,  Hunt  admits,  to 
winning  is  intelligent,  aggressive’ 
basketball.  Ball  control.  Best 
Percentage  shot.  Team  play  — 
something  evidentalreadyin  pre¬ 
season. 

The  good  and  the  bad,  and 
hopefully  more  of  the  former  and 
not  the  latter.  No  predictions  — 
just  my  hope  that  the  R  pers  stay 
healthy,  avoid  flunking,  play 
together  and  win.  Season  opener 
—  Sat.  Nov.  24,  8PM  at  Lakeland, 
Home  opener  —  Mon.  Dec.  3,  8 
PM  vs.  Denmark  Nationals.
